Train No. 0, a local between Lincoln and 
Chicago, ran into No. 9. The former was 
east, and the latter west-boand. 
Gibson is the m eeting point and the place 
where the crew on No. 9, which is the stub 
train that makes connections with the 
Kansas City express, stops to 
register. 
Both trains are due at Gibson at 6:35 p m., 
but last night No. 9 was slightly behind. 
W hen the accident occurred the latter 
just crossed the spur, and the engine of No. 
6 struck the end, hurling both engines and 
two coaches from the track. 
The combination car aud chair car were 
both crowded with passengers, all of whom 
were more or less injured. 
Peter Reuland, proprietor of the Trem ont 
House, died shortly after being taken to the 
hospital. 
The chair car, after being overturned 
caught fire and m any of the passengers 
were burned, in addition to their other in ­ 
juries. 
Among the injured are: Engineer Gil- 
lispie, of Plattsm outb, 
badly 
bruised; 
H arry S. W eller, of Omaha, badly cut and 
bruised;

order is not extended to all cases.” 
Quotations are then made from T anner’s 
recent letter to Daizeli in which Tanner 
says he issued the order w ith the view of 
putting these two dollar men up to at least 
$4, or drop them off the rolls and in which 
he said he ordered them for exam ination be­ 
fore their hom e Board. The statem ent says 
“The order as m ade was arbitrary, unquali­ 
fied and required an advance without ex­ 
am ination to the am ount specified. $4 per 
m onth. 
It did not propose to drop any 
one for exam ination as the letter pretended 
it did. It was an unauthorized, unquali­ 
fied and illegal order lor every pensioner 
to be advanced to $4, who was receiving 
less.

take effect M arch 27th, and a slight con­ 
sideration of this m atter will show that to 
give away $66,000 a m onth of 
public

dent. There would be no more harm in 
giving to Senator M anderson $4 000, or 
more, than there would be in giving $33,­ 
000 men $66,000. In either case it would 
be an unauthorized distribution of public 
money, and the door of the Treasury m ight 
as well be open to actual invasion as to 
have such w arrants drawn upon it, to be 
cashed without questioning. 
It is also ob­ 
vious that such a course as this would not 
benefit the soldier ultim ately, as it is in­ 
tended only to benefit those who are least 
djsabled. There is no expression and no 
disposition to prevent any deserving soldier 
from acquiring all the pension his disabil­ 
ity entitles him to, either by original ap­ 
plication or application for increase. All 
that is being done is to m aintain the law, 
to be liberally construed but by no means 
disregarded, and to allow each in his turn 
w ithout partiality all he i3 entitled to."

— Pension 
Commissioner Tanner was seen this even­ 
ing regardingthe abovestatem ent and made 
a lengthy reply, in which he sharply criti­ 
cised Assistant Secretary Bussey, and al­ 
leges that the judicial reasons of the latter 
are em anations from the m ind of a m em ­ 
ber of the Pension Board of Appeals who 
was appointed under the Cleveland adm in­ 
istration after having failed to pass the 
Civil Service exam ination. 
Tanner arraigns Bu33ev for undertaking 
to put him in a false position before the 
public. 
The order in question, he says, 
refers to cases allowed on aud after the 
date he took office, March 27tli. 
H e had 
determined he would not issue certificates 
tor less than $4 per m onth if he had power 
to prevent it. 
H e looked into the law and 
found he had that power, as it is broad 
stated that ratings fixed by Medical Boa 
s 
are subject to revision by the Commissioner. 
He says he saved a vast am ount of time 
and trouble by issuing the order. 
“T hen,” said he, “ I gave verbal orders 
that those pensioned at less than $4 who 
had applications on tiie for increass ac­ 
companied by a certificate of medical ex­ 
am ination had within a year, should have 
their claims adjusted on that exam ination 
and go up to $4 or off'the roll.” 
Tanner contends there is plenty of law 
for his action.

W a sh in g t o n , October lG.h.— Assistant 
Comniississioner Stone to-day rendered a 
decision in the case which involved the 
question of proof in school indem nity 
selections in Oregon. Oregon was granted 
every sixteenth and thirty-sixth section of 
laud for school purposes. The law also 
provided, that in case any of these lands 
had been entered under the public land 
laws, provided it was prior to the date of 
the grant, the State should be entitled to 
indem nity therefor, and m ight m ake in ­ 
dem nity selections from any unoccupied 
IflRlbt Ml uAVf.y.'trsrsC-fected in the aggre­ 
gate, a large tract upon which pre-em ption 
tiling were recorded. 
The question at issue was w hether the 
burden of proof of the fact that the filings 
expired rested with the State or w ith the 
parlies who made the filings. 
The Assistant Commissioner holds in 
favor of the State, and has directed that in 
all such cases the pre-empiors shall be re­ 
quired to appear before the local land offi­ 
cers within twenty days after the receipt of 
notice, and show cause why the entry 
shonid not be canceled, thus throwing the 
burden of proof upon the entrym en. 
It is said that there are a large num ber 
of cases in the General Land Office which 
will be disposed of this m anner. 


CO M M ERCE W IT H M EX IC O . 


XV. T a k e M ore o f M ex ica n G oods T han 
T h ey D o o f O urs. 
W a sh in g to n, October 16th.—A 
state­ 
m ent has just been prepared by the Mex­ 
ican Foreign Office showing the value of 
the commerce of that country with the 
United States during the past year, and 
has been sent to the State Departm ent by 
Minister Ryan. 
The im ports' total value 
is $19,261,673, of which. $8 731,835 is free of 
duty. Of duticble goods, the principal re­ 
ceipts were cottons, provisions, drugs and 
chemicals, iron and steel. The exports to 
the United State9 segregated $31 050,626, as 
follows : Merchandise, $3,144,510; precious 
metals, $17,915,116. 
The apparent balance 
of trade in tavor of Mexico is $11.794 953, 
but the difference in currency reduces the 
balance to $2,209,067.

W ashington, 
October 16th.—A state­ 
ment, prepared at the Interior Departm ent, 
in support of the action of Secretary Noble, 
in 
rescinding 
Commissioner 
Tanner’s 
order advancing pensions from $2 to $4 per 
m onth in certain cases, was given out t<- 
night. 
It calls attention to Section 4698i 
of the Revised Statutes, providing that 
"except in cases of perm anent specific dis­ 
abilities, no increase of pension will be 
allowed to commence prior to the date of 
the exam ining surgeon's certificate,” etc., 
and enters at length into a consideration of 
the various degrees of disability and reason 
fur having allowed the $2 pension. 
“If, now, by order of the Commissioner,” 
says the statem ent, “ w ithout regard to 
medical exam ination, a man who has been 
receiving $2 is advanced to $4 without the 
man who was more disibied and has been 
rated at $4 being himself advanced, obvious 
injustice is done to the higher graded m an. 
It, however, the allowance is m ade after 
the exam ination by the surgeon, every­ 
thing has been done in due order and ac­ 
cording to law. If the arbitrary orders of 
the Commissioner are a basis, it m ust re­ 
sult that a few are made favorites, and a 
great mass who have to depend upon m ed­ 
ical exam iuati j u s are put at a great disad­ 
vantage. Therefore it wa3 decided that 
there was no authority in law for an order 
arbitrarily increasing a great mass of pen-

The men engaged 
in a search for the victims found fifty dead 
m iners this m orning. 
The bodies recovered show that the vic­ 
tim s died of gas-poisoning. The rescuers 
were compelled to relinquish the search on 
account of the accum ulation of gas. The 
latest advices from the 9cene sta'e that a 
fire is now raging and another explosion is 
ieared.

SAMOA AGAIN. 


When Malietoa Laupapa was returned 
to Samoa from Jaluit by the Germans, he 
was received in a manner indicating the 
desire of the people to have him resume 
the reins of power and become the princi­ 
pal chief. 
Latest advices are to the effect, 
however, that he preferred that Mataafa 
should reign, and accordingly that chief 
has been chosen, and Malietoa elected to 
be Yrice-King. 
It is said that this action 
causes disappointment to Germany, and 
will possibly reopen the whole Samoa dif­ 
ficulty. 
Yet, if we can trust the reports 
concerning the conclusion reached by the 
Samoan Commission, there was to be an 
election for King, and the three foreign 
powers bound themselves to abide by the 
result. 
There are some reasons, however, 
for believing the outcome of the delibera­ 
tions of the Samoan Commission were not 
satisfactory to the Administration, and 
that so soon as Congress assembles we will 
learn that it is the desire of the President 
that there be made material modifications 
to the memorandum agreed upon as the 
basis of a compact. The revival of interest 
1 
the “Samoan question” is certain, for 
tl ■■ questions involved are of profound in­ 
te c=t and remain to be settled. 
The 
correspondent of the London Times, writ­ 
ing under the date of August 13tli, gives a 
grapic and interesting account of the re­ 
turn of Malietoa. 
It was accomplished by

D e n v e r (Col.), October 16th.—The dele­ 
gates to the twenty-sixth annnal Conven­ 
tion of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers assembled this morning in secret 
gjssion, at which the credentials of the 
various delegates were discussed.

R e m a r k a b le C aves. 
A Vienna letter describes a wonderful 
cave which has been discovered and opened 
to the public at not quite twenty minutes’ 
distance from the famous cavern of stalac­ 
tites at Adelsberg, in Carniola. 
The prov­ 
ince of Austria is very rich in grottoes and 
caves, but the one just discovered seems to 
lie superior to all others, and is likely to 
he more renowned than the Adelsberg 
caves, the largest and most magnificent 
hitherto known in Europe. The grotto is, 
in the first place, better connected than 
the old one. Cave follows cave, without 
passages or corridors in which the visitor 
can see nothing ; and a walk through it 
occupies rather more than two hours. A 
series of lofty dome3 are passed through 
until a space known as the ball-room is 
reached. Here the roof seems to he adorned 
with flags. The walls are formed of myri- 
ods of diamonds, and if the hall-rooui is 
lighted a variety of colors, from alabaster 
white 
to 
deep red, seem to 
shine 
from the flags, or streamers, or curtains. 
The most remarkable cave is the last one. 
Its roof is vaulted: its furthest wall is 
formed by a snow-white rock of limestone, 
which divides the grotto from the mountain 
river Polk, which rushes behind it, and 
the two side walls are covered with in­ 
dentations, mostly formed of single drops. 
The visitor may imagine himself to he in a 
toy shop, so various are the little figures 
which protrude from the walls, hut his at­ 
tention is drawn to a number of enormous 
trees in the center of the cave, some of 
them rising to a liight of forty or fifty feet, 
each with numerous branches strewn with 
drops instead of leaves in wonderful regu­ 
larity of form.

NOT AN ANGEL. 


The special train carrying the United 
States Senate Committee on Pacific Rail­ 
roads, reached 8acramento at 3:30 r. u yes­ 
terday. The Record U h i o n of yesterday 
contained a detailed account oí the move­ 
ments of the committee fro m the time it 
reached Ogden until its arrival at Reno, 
Nevada, the names of the Senators consti­ 
tuting the committee, and the ladies and 
gentlemen who accompanied them. 
At eight o’clock y esterday morning a 
R koobd-Uiuoh representative boarded the 
special train at Trackee and observed the 
manner in which the Senators performed 
the doty assigned them. The resolution 
under which the committee is authorized to 
do the work upon which it is now engaged, 
and was introduced by Senator 8tewart last 
February, and is as follows: 
T hat the select committee appointed under 
the resolution of the Senate of January 24,188\ 
to which was referred the President's message, 
transm itting the report of the Pacific Railway 
Commission, be and it is hereby continued, with 
a ll the power and authority on it conferred by 
Senate resolution of February 23,1888, until the 
indebtedness of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company, the Kansas Pacific Railway Company, 
the central Branch Union Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany and the Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
as the successor to the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company of California, and the Western Pacific 
R ailrcad Company, to which the subsidy bonds 
of the United States were advanced in aid of 
the construction of the roads of said companies, 
shall be adjusted by Congress. And said com­ 
m ittee is hereby instructed to personally exam ­ 
ine, during any rec.esi of Congress preceding 
the meeting thereof in December next, the 
roads of said companies and the country 
through which they pass or which is imme­ 
diately contributory to their income, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the ability of said com­ 
panies to pay their indebtedness to the Govern­ 
ment, ana how the indebtedness of said com­ 
panies can beso adjusted and paid as to ad­ 
vance th e development of the country through 
which said roads pass, and afford to the inhab 
itants thereof reasonable rates oi transportation 
for passengers and Ireigbt. Such eommiitee 
m ay hold its sessions at any place in the United 
States, and the expenses attending its investiga­ 
tion shall be paid out of the contingent fund of 
the Senate. Any sub-com m itee appointed by 
said committee shall have ail the powers of the 
full committee. 
This committee, like the Arid Land Com­ 
mittee, is a body of workeis. While the 
Senators evideutlv took much pleasure 
yesterday in viewing the grand scenery of 
the Sierra Nevadas, they were continually 
engaged in collecting information on the 
subject under investigation. Senator Stan­ 
ford, President of the Southern Pacific 
Company, General Manager Towne, Engi­ 
neer Clements, Land Agent W. H. Mills, 
H. C. Nash. Senator Stanford’s private Sec­ 
retary, andB A. Worthington, Mr. Towne’s 
private Secretary, were busy all day fur­ 
nishing 
information 
and pointing out 
things of interest. The train was stopped 
at 
various places to allow the com­ 
mittee to examine the road thoroughly 
and also to get good views of strik­ 
ing 
bits of Bcenery. 
With the latter 
the ladies of the party, especially, were 
perfectly delighted. Senator Stanford gave 
the committee a graphic account of the 
difficulties encountered in the construction 
of the road and of the terrible battles with 
the snow before the snow-sheds were built, 
•which was listened to with intense interest. 
When the train reached Sacramento, 
Senator Stanford condncted the committee 
through the shops, while the ladies were 
given a short ride around the city, after 
which all again boarded the train and were 
whirled away to San Francisco, where they 
will remain five days. They go thence to 
Los Angeles for two days, return to San 
Francisco, and thence home by way of 
Portland and the Northern Pacific. The 
committee has a most important work in 
b»pd and is giving it conscientious atten- 
uoii. 


BOLLING PALACES. 


T h e P o lice G ive K itty C row ley a B a th e r 
B a d C h a ra c te r, 
Several hours of very valuable time were 
taken up yesterday by the Police Court in 
trying one Kitty Crowley, a nymph du pave, 
who has been inhabiting" one of the cribs 
on Second street, on a charge of vagrancy. 
There was a perfect mob of persons in at­ 
tendance about the Court-rooru for an hoar 
before the Court convened, and it was com­ 
posed generally of a very tough element of 
humanity. It looked as if some mighty 
athlete had picked up all the different 
cribs, and deadfalls, and opinm dens be­ 
tween Front and Fourth, K and M streets, 
and dumped their occupants out upon the 
street and sidewalk in front of the police 
station. The prosecution was conducted by 
City Attorney Church and C. T. Jones, 
while the defendant’s cause was championed 
by E. C. Hart. 
Officer Harris was the first witness called 
by the prosecution. He said he had known 
the defendant about three weeks. She lives 
at a house of ill fame on Second street. 
Witness, under instructions from the Chief 
of Police, told the defendant that she mast 
leave the city. She said she would leave 
in a couple of days, but did not go. Wit­ 
ness called upon her again, and told her 
that so many complaints of robberies in 
her honse were reported that she must 
leave the city. She denied having robbed 
a certain man on tbe preceding night, but 
later in the day said she would rather give 
up the money than be arrested or have to 
leave the city. She settled with the party 
who complained against her, and then said 
she refused to be driven out of the city. 
Tbe witness then related all that he knew 
about the defendant's manner ot living. 
On his cross examination witness ex­ 
plained to Mr. Hart his idea of a “dive.” 
He said it was a place where men go with 
a little money in their pockets and get 
robbed of it. In regard to the defendant, 
he admitted that his knowledge of her 
character was gained from hearsay and 
general reputation. 
A woman 
named 
Florence Little has also been an inmate of 
the same house in which Kitty Crowley 
lived. She was also arrested, but witness 
understood she had promised to leave town 
and was discharged. 
Officer Franks was next called, and testi­ 
fied to substantially tbe same facts as the 
first witness, except that be had known the 
defendant for several years, and conse­ 
quently had a longer list of evils charged 
up against her. 
Several other police officers were called to 
testify regarding Miss Crowley’s reputation 
for chastity, and ail had abont the same 
story to relate. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to add that none ot them were able to 
testify that she had any reputation for 
chastity. 
At a late hour in the afternoon the prose­ 
cution rested, and the case was continued 
till this morning. There is some curiosity 
to known what sort of a defense the woman 
will make.

Justice Henry’s Court was occupied all 
of yesterday afternoon in tbe examination 
of F. H. Coy, whom H. H. Plant had 
charged with assault with a deadly weapon.

The complaining witness went on the 
stand and told his story, as already pub­ 
lished, of what occurred between himself 
and Coy at Oak Park a few days ago.

He did not see all of tbe fight, and could 
not tell very much about it. 
A very straight story of the affair was 
told by George Snider, the company’s car­ 
penter, who saw the whole business. He 
said the men were quarreling when they 
got there, and, as soon as they got off the 
car, went to fighting. He saw Coy strike a 
blow. Plant then thrust bis band behind 
him. After that they clinched and soon 
fell, and he helped to separate them. He 
charged Plant with attempting to draw a 
weapon, but on examining him fonnd he 
was not armed. After the fight was over 
he (witness) found a toothbrush and a dag­ 
ger lying on the groand, which Coy claimed, 
and they were handed to him. 
On his cross-examination witness was 
not so positive that Coy struck Plant with 
his cane before the latter pnt his hand be­ 
hind him as if to draw a weapon. 
After taking some more testimony the 
further hearing of the case was continued 
until this afternoon, as the complaining 
witness had to go to San Francisco. 


WHISKY^ DID IT. 


A lco h o lism th e C ause of R h o d e rick D liu 
C ooper’s D eath . 
Dr. G. A. W hite field an autopsy on the 
remains of Rhoderick Dhu Cooper yester­ 
day afternoon, and gives the following as 
the result of his examination : 
“ This is to certify that I have this day 
made an autopsical examination of the 
body of Rhoderick Dhu Cooper, deceased. 
Upon the surface of the body the only ap­ 
pearance of injury wa9 a slight abrasion of 
the left thumb and slight bruises upon the 
left shoulder. The examination of the in­ 
ternal organs showed the heart to be en­ 
larged and left ventricle inflamed. The 
stomach contained about three ounces of 
brownish grumous, and no solid, undi­ 
gested food. The lining of the stomach 
was thickened and congested, and pre­ 
sented the appearance usually observed in 
alcoholic gastritis. The liver was enlarged. 
Both kidneys were also enlarged and in a 
state of sab acute inflammation, or ne­ 
phritis, Death resulted from alcoholism.” 
Coroner Clark did not hold an inquest on 
the body last evening, as intended, but will 
do so this morning.

DISPUTED LAND. 


C o n test O ver a T ra c t N ear O pliir, P la c e r 
C ounty. 
An important land contest has been in 
progress the last two days before the Fed­ 
eral Land Office in this city. Mary Dornin 
is the plaintiff and Charles F. Vaughn the 
defendant. Tbe case involves a tract of 
forty acres in the vicinity of the town of 
Ophir, Placer county. The question at 
issue is as to the right of the plaintiff to 
have restored her homestead entry for the 
tract in controversy, which was cancelled 
in 1883 by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office for the reason that the same 
had been erroneously 
allowed 
by tbe 
Register of tfie Sacramento Land Office by 
reason of tbe land baring been adjudged 
to be mineral by the Interior Department. 
When Vaugbu, the respondent, presented 
bis Dre-emption application for the same 
land, together with affidavits alleging the 
non-mineral character of the same, and a 
hearing ordered by tbe Commissioner of 
tbe General Land Office had taken place 
on October II, 1888, the result was that tbe 
Commissioner decided tbe land to be agri­ 
cultural in character. But Mary Dornin 
having interposed a motion to have her 
homestead right reinstated, and thus gain 
a preference right over Vaughn, the Com­ 
missioner, on July 24, 1889, ordered a hear­ 
ing to determine the respective rights of 
the plaintiff and defendant to the land. 
This hearing is now in progress. James 
E. Pruitt, of Auburn, appears for the plain­ 
tiff, Mary Dornin. and J. M. Fulweiler, of 
Auburn, and C. F. Gardner, of this city, for 
Vaugbu. The land in dispute is worth $100 
au acre.

MURDERERS ARE EXECUTED.

P l a c e r v il l e , October 1 6 th .—A t an early 
hour this 
m orning 
there 
was consid­ 
erable ot a stir around the Court-house at 
Placerville. 
T he evening before Sheriff 
J. M. Anderson had given out some fifteen 
or tw enty perm its to parlies to witness the 
hanging of Draper and Olsen, two of the 
Lowell inurdereis, John H enry Myers the 
third, having been bung on the 30th of 
November last. 
The doomed m en had slept from a few 
m innies past m idnight to 6:30 A . M ., when 
they were aroused. At that hour the Cath­ 
olic priests, Fathers Cline and Hem berry, 
were adm itted to the prison and were soon 
adm inistering the last Christian rites. 
A few m inutes later the Sheriff entered 
the large cell and in a clear voice read the 
death-w arrant to Drager. The latter lis 
tened attentively, and at its conclusion re 
m arked, w ith an air of satisfaction, “That 
is ail right.” 
H e kept a close watch of all 
who entered the door, and to those whom 
he Knew he would udvance, shake hands 
cordially and chetrily say “good m orning.” 
Olsen, while apparently ready to meet 
his fate, had not that air of resignment. 
H e was quite sick at the stomach, and a 
physician hud to he sum m oned to adm in­ 
ister an opiate. T he death w arrant was 
n a d to Olsen in the sm all cell, after which 
the visitors were requested to retire, 
lu a 
few raom euts the condem ned men, sup­ 
ported on either side by Deputy Sheriffs

and accompanied by their spiritual ad­ 
visers, emerged from the prison and as­ 
cended the scaffold, which had been erected 
in the jail-yard. 
After the men had taken their position 
on the fatal trap. Under Sheriff W inchell 
asked Drager if he had any rem arks to 
m ake. H e threw a hasty glance over the 
sm all party, aDd in a clear and audible 
voice sa id : 
“ The3e are ruy last moments 
on earth. 
I wis t to thank you, Mr. A nder­ 
son, and Mr. W inchell, for your kind treat­ 
m ent. 
Mr. Anderson has been a father to 
me, and Mr. W inchell a good friend. I 
thank m y law yers—Mr. Carpenter, Mr. 
Irw in and Mr. Bennett—for w hat they 
have done for me. 
I say good-by to all of 
you. 
My tim e has come, end I m ust go. 
I have done no wrong, I have committed 
no crime, and 1 have no fear to meet my 
Savior. If I have made enemies, boys, 
m ay the Lord forgive me ” 
At the conclusion cf Drager’s rem arks 
01«en was asked if he desired to talk : He 
replied : " I feel thankful to you ail for the 
m any kinc.nesses that I have received. I 
am very sick aud caDnot say m uch. Good- 
b v.” 
The m eu's arm s and legs were then pin­ 
ioned 
and 
the 
black caps 
adjusted. 
The trap was sprung, aud the two men 
were launched into eternity with a prayer 
upon their lips. They dropped six feet six 
inches. 
Both recks were 
broken and 
neither of them moved a muscle. 
Drs. W ren and Megloue, who had hold 
of the pulse, m ade the following re p o rt: 
Drager—First m inute, 60 pulsations; third 
m inute. 48; fifth m inute, 150; seventh m in­ 
ute, 105; tenth m iuute, 60; thirteenth m in­ 
ute, none. Olsen—First m inute, 62; third 
m inute, 120; fifth m inute, 82; seventh m in­ 
ute 63; tenth m inute, none. 
In eighteen and a half m inutes after the 
drop fell the m en were pronouuced dead, 
and their bodies iakt-n down and placed in 
coffins. 
Iu bis last interview Olsen said his true 
nam e was John Olson Christianson. 
H e 
said he had a m other and father living in 
Sweden, and he hoped they would never 
hear of his unfortunate end. 


MYKBS' STATEM ENT. 
Shortly before Myers 
was 
executed, 
which took place on December 1st, he made 
another statem ent, tailing on God as a w it­ 
ness for its truihfulntss. 
H e said the gun 
was discharged accidentally in his hands, 
killing Lowell, and that neither Drager 
nor Olsen had anything to do with the 
m urder. 
After telling about the disposal 
of the horses, he concluded : 
“ This is ali 
I have to say : all I can remember, and m y 
last words. 
T he prisoners advised m e to 
p u t the blam e on Oleen and Drager, they 
being single and me having a family. 
[ 
am very sorry about the lies I have told, 
and did wrong to them . They never knew 
about this crim e before, and Drager and 
Olsen took no part in the killing whatever. 
I am now to m y grave, and to die, and I 
w ill take my death w ith pleasure. So I

¡ay farewell to all. T his is m y last true 
statem ent before God forever. Good-by for­ 
ever.” 
BRIEF HISTORV OF THE CRIME. 
T he crim e for which Drager and Olsen 
paid the penalty w ith their lives was com­ 
m itted on the 24th of M arch, 1888, on a 
lonely ranch in El Dorado county, about 
seven m iles from Folsom 
Mr. Lowell was 
an old m an, who was in charge of one 
ranch in Sacram ento county, near this city, 
and the ranea in El Dorado county, where 
he was m urdered, both of which belonged 
to his son, W illiam Lowell. 
H e was last 
seen alive on the E i Dorado county ranch, 
on the 24th of M arch, by persons working 
upon the adjoining ranche*. 
H e was then 
in company with three m en, two of whom 
had guns in their hands, walkiDg about 
the place, which he was evidently pointing 
out to his visitors. 
From that time forward nothing was 
seen ox him , and it » a s: some lim e before 
he was mitsed, as the t eouie shout the El 
Dorado place f up pos d he was at the Sac­ 
ram ento m uch, while his friends here sup­ 
posed he «as u p s : i ue other place. 
D ur­ 
ing the m onth o! May it began to be whis­ 
pered about that J ho Lowell was missing, 
and his son, yFii'i*in Lowell, formerly on 
the police force iu tide d ry . at once com- 
m<need a search for him . 
H e visited the 
E! Dorado ranch, and found that a num ber 
of vaiuable horses bad disappeared, and 
was unable to find any clue to the where­ 
abouts of his fattnr. 
Kc u r’riiig to Sacra­ 
m ento he reported the 1> ss of the horses to 
Chief of Police l ea. and it was soon ascer­ 
tained that ron e of the horses had been 
sold at auction in this city by Mr Bell, 
who said they were brought to him to bs 
sold for Kenry Myers. 
W hile officers i;eie were tracing up the 
horses the b*dy of the m urdered m an was 
accidently discovered hurle d in the rubbish 
in an rid re liaren the El Dorado county 
ranch. Seme r.embbors bad gone to the 
place to gel a windlass belonging to them , 
and wMch l a*i o«en borrowed by Mr. 
Loweli to tie#n out a deeo well which was 
located it short distance from the little 
cabin iu which he lived when at the farm. 
Near the road oi.ee stood a large hotel, 
w hich bad been burned sotue time before, 
and under which there had beeu a cellar. 
W hen the neicbh - s ad removed the wind­ 
lass fr-..-na the well they !. oied for some­ 
thing to cover up the opening, and discov­ 
ered in the cellar »>• old door. 
W hen they 
picked up t b s hour tc pin e it over the 
Weil they noticed a very cilensive smell, 
w hich let them to m a k e a u e x a m in a tio n , 


which resulted in the discovery of the body. 
This was on the 2d of June, and of course _ 
the body was in an advanced state of de- ¡ 
composition. It was thoroughly identified, 
however, as that of John Lowell, and ac­ 
tive search was at once commenced for his 
murderers. 
By this tim e Chief Lee was already look­ 
ing for John Myers, John Olsen and W ill­ 
iam Drager, as he had already learned that 
Myers had disposed of the horses, and that 
during the early part of the year Myers and 
Olsen had the lease of a sm all ranch near 
the city belonging to Mrs. Klotz, and that 
a m an named Drager had been nt work 
there. 
W illiam Drager was arrested on tha 7th 
of June by Captain M att. Karcher and 
officer L. W. Farrell at the W illiam Tell 
House. 
He was taken at once to the city 
prison, where be was questioned by Chief 
Lee. H e admitted that he knew Henry 
Myers and John Olsen, and said that he 
had cnt some wood on the Klotz place while 
they were there for one John Steen. 
He 
said that he also knew John Lowell. W hen 
asked iu regard to the sale of some horses, 
he said that he went w ith Myers and Olsen 
to bring some hoises down from the Lowell 
place, and that they claimed the horses be­ 
longed to them . 
He had only b en in their 
employ, and was paid $26 for his services 
for about ten d ajs. 
H e said they started 
from Steen's place on J street, aud went 
across the grant, taking along two guns to 
kill game on the way. They were three 
days m aking the trip to the Lowell ranch. 
About four miles this side of the ranch 
they went into camp, and Myers aud Oisen 
left him there aud went after the horses. 
He did not go to the ranch at all. They 
returned in the evening with five hoises 
and a mule, aud started at once for the 
grant, where they arrived at 8 o’clock the 
next m orning. The next m orning Myers 
took two black m ares into the ciiyand sold 
them . On the next day, Tuesday, they all 
went to W oodland with the balance of the 
horses and tried to dispose of them , but 
failing, returned to Sacramento with them 
and tbev were sold at auction. 
H e said 
t mi after that he and Olsen worked for a 
«hile on the steam er San Joaquin, No. 3, 
but he h id g< ne to work at the Phoenix 
Mills and did not know what bad become 
of Myer* and Olsen. 
The officers then succeeded in ascertain­ 
ing from a reliable source that Myers had 
gone to Los Angeles, and a description of 
the lugitive was telegraphed to that city. 
Len H arris, the railroad detective, formerly 
of this city, m et Mrs Myers at Florence, a 
station on the railroad a few miles below 
Los A rgeles, aud learned from her that 
Myers was workiDg on a raucb three miles 
from Tehachapi. and Captain Em il Harris, 
of t h ■ I os Angeles police, went there and 
n re .ted him . Officer Farrell was sent to 
bring him to this city. 
W hile officer Farrell was absent after 
M vfis, J din Olsen was arrested bv Chief 
Lee and Sheriff Drew on the W illiam s 
ranch, near the old Twelve-mile House, in 
Sutter county. Sheriff Drew bad ascer-

tained that a m an answering the descrip­ 
tion was at work there, and his inform a­ 
tion proved correct. 
Before the officers 
reached the city with their prisoner he had 
told Chief Lee’ that he went with Myers 
and Drager to the Lowell rancn to get 
work chopping wood; that while they were 
walking about the first thing he knew 
Myers’ gun went off, and turning round he 
eaw John Lowell fall to the ground, having 
been shot in the head. 
H e was so fright­ 
ened that he ran into a chicken-house and 
hid, but Myers threatened him that if he 
did not come out and help bury the body 
he would serve him the same way. He 
insisted that he did not know before the 
shot was fired that there wa9 any intention 
to m urder Lowell. 
He then told how the 
two others buried the body, he refusing to 
take any part in it. After shooting Lowell 
Myers had gone through his pockets and 
declared with an oath that there was only 
a two-csnt piece in them . Olsen then de­ 
scribed in detail how they gathered the 
horses together, took a buggy, some har­ 
ness, a razor, a ham and a num ber of loose 
articles, and drove back to the grant the 
same night, arriving at Oak Grove about 8 
o’clock on S u e .lay m orning; how and to 
whom they sold the horses, and that he re­ 
ceived tor his share $75. Subsequent de­ 
velopments proved that Olsen did not tell 
the whole story, and he made material ad­ 
ditions to it in statem ents he made after­ 
wards. H is arrest was effected on the 12th 
of June. 
On the evening of the 13th ot June officer 
Farrell arrived from Los Angeles with 
Myers. The prisoner was taken at once to 
Chief Lee’s office and questioned about the 
horses. 
H e started in telling that he had 
been employed to sell the horsss by John 
Lowell, and had turned over to him $600 
as the proceeds of the sales. 
He said that 
Lowell told him that he did not wish to 
sell the horses himself, as he had a bad 
name, aud he thought that Myers could 
sell them to better advantage. 
He had al­ 
ready told this story to the officer at Los 
Angeles, and was getting along with it very 
well, describing how he, Lowell, Olsen anti 
Drager were 
w alking together 
on the 
Lowell ranch, where he had gone to get the 
horse3, when Chief Lee suddenly asked, 
“Tben who killed Lowell?” The prisoner 
faltered and broke down in his story. Cap­ 
tain Karcher asked, “Didn’t you have 
Lowell’s gun with you?” and Myers re­ 
plied, “ Yes, I guess so. I had a couple of 
guns at that tim e.” 
Karcher asked, “Did 
you have Lowell's gun that you borrowed 
from him at the Klotz ranch—the one that 
was wrapped up with wire?” “Yes,” m ur­ 
mured the prisoner. 
“Is that the gun you 
fired at Lowell?” persisted the offi'er. 
“ I 
don’t k n o w ; I could not tell,” said Myers. 
His nerve was now all gone, and he «-ent 
on and confessed that he killed Lowell, and 
described how they took the property and 
horses and disposed of them . 
This was Mvers first confession, and was 
in fact the only genuine confession of the 
m urder made by any of the prisoners. 
In 
it he did not say that Drager and Olsen ac­ 
tually assisted in the killing, but said that 
the m urder had been ¡greed upon between 
them while old man Lowell was cooking 
breakfast for them . It had been agreed 
first that Drager was to shoot Lowell, but 
afterwards Drager had whispered to him 
that his gun was not always sure to go off, 
and wanted him to shoot, aud he did. 
Myers and Drager were confronted with 
each other and had a war of words, each 
sticking to his story as given above. A day 
or two later Myers aiked to see the Chief, 
and then stated that after he shot Lowell, 
Drager struck him on the head with a 
heavy sledge ham m er and finished him . 
On the next day Myers again asked to see 
Chief Lee, and then stated that betore he 
fired at Loweli at all O’sen had shot him 
with a revolver. 
Olsen and Myers were 
then brought face to face, and each stuck to 
his story through a storm y interview. 
Then Myers was taken up to the Lowell 
ranch, where he pointed out the positions 
of all the parties to the tragedy, and de­ 
scribed how the m urder was committed. 
This tim e, however, he said that the gun 
went off accidentally, as he was attem pting 
to take it from hi9 shoulder.
